$1,500 of His Money in Tour

HAS PLAN TO CLEAR COURTS 


Federal Prosecutor Says It Would 
Take Ten. Years by the Old 
Jury Method. 


A plan to proceed against Liquor law 
violators solely by the injunction and. 
padiock method has been begun. by 


R. Buckner. The object is to stop, ‘as 
far as possible, the illegal selling of li- 


fenders and, by quickly disposing of 
these rapidly multiplying cases, leave 
the courts free to function outside of 
Volstéad lines. The first step in this 
new progfam was taken dast night when 
complaints charging violations of the 
Liquor law were served on fourteen of 
the best-known restaurants in this city: 
_ The evidence was obtained by four 
young lawyers,. friends of the District 
Attorney, who spent $1,500 of Mr. Buck- 
ner’s money in having a good time in 
the restaurants. All of the evidence was 
gathered in four days last week, which 
was before Mr. Buckner assumed office. 
The four ‘young men went about after 
nightfall sometimes with women com- 
‘panions’ and sometimes with each other. 
In two restaurants visited by them li- 
quor was refused. These tWo were 
‘Sherry’s-and Pierre’s in Park Avenue,

license to rebume selling. 

He said that the injunction and-pad- 
lock method would ‘stop the selling by 
putting the proprietors out of business 
and by imposing upon. the owners of the 
premisés. a loss:.in- whatever rent the 
padlock prevented him from collecting. 
To compel: observance of the prohibi-

Dr. Krass Assails Those Who| 


Speak With Little Knowledge 
of the Facts. 


Critics of governmental affairs who 
speak with little knowledge were scored 
yesterday by Dr. Nathan Krass of 
Temple Bmanu-El at a luncheon of the 
Women's Harding and Coolidge Club at 


the Hotel Marie Antoinette. 

“The words ‘all men are created free 
and equal’ in the Declaration of. Inde- 

ndence are very much misunderstood,’’ 

r. Krass said. ‘‘They do not mean that 
all men have the same pie aygecite Fat 
same attainments and the same p paysical 
powers. One of the troubles Pe - 
mocracy is that too many y, poonte 
tute themselves critics without te ws 
their subject. We have a representa- 
tive form: of govednment, and we want 
the best men to represent Rone ,and not 
those who criticize ignorantly.’ 

Dr. Krass said he believed in the word 
“aristocracy” and in an aristocracy of 
art and intelligence. He ceclared that 
entirely too many laws were enacted, 
and doubted if it were possible for even 
the most brilliant anes to be familiar 
with those of both State and nation. 

“There is a tendency to laws 
for the benefit of women and children, 
without thinking. of their real sub- 
stance,” he went on. ‘‘Democracy ac- 
cords liberty of speech, but it is taken 
advantage of by those who do not know 
what they are talking about. 

Dr. Krass. said that President Coolidge 
in his inaugural message had spoken 
for .‘‘real American ideals.’”” He was 

glad, he added, that the Freeidest hoped.

peace and that he would strive to see

Freed From Elmira Under Law, Des 
spite Mental Condition, He 
\Killed a‘ Policeman. 


Chief Assistant District Attorney Pe- 
cora advocated yesterday a change in 
prison policy with a. view to identifying 
lunatics among prisoners and. sending 
them to institutions for -the’ insane, in- 
stead of releasing them on the public. 

His statement was based’ on the case 
of John Crowley, a young criminal with 
a record of many arrests, who was 
designated at Elmira as a psychopath, 
but was nevertheless turned loose on 
parole ‘at the earliest possible. moment. 
Soon after he was freed he murdered Po- 
liceman Maurice Harlow of ey Bast 
104th Street Station. - 

Prison officials and datsiiibbide: of the 
Elmira Parole Board admitted that 


at large, but insisted that the law gave 
them no option except to release him 
when he had served’a minimum term 
with a reeord of good béhavior. 


The killing of Harlow is believed to be 
his second murder. He was indicted in 
1922 for the murder of James Hayes, a 
chauffeur, but was eventually’ freed 
when the Homicide Bureau reported 


| that the witnesses against him had dis- 


appeared. In addition to other offenses 
‘Crowley was at the time of his recent 
parole from Elmira already a veteran 
parole breaker. He had been arrested 
twice for violating paroles from the 
Catholic Protectory and once for violat- 


been sent previously on a charge of 
burglary. 

The parole authorities, however, held 
‘that they had no power to delve into 
Crowley’s past record or his mental con- 
dition, but were confined strictly to the 
question of whether his conduct at El- 
mira on his last term was sufficiently 
good to entitle him to credits. 


Doesn't Blame Officials. 


“T do not wish to be. understood as 
criticizing the officials who acted in this 
case,”’.said Mr. Pecora. “I have not 
finished looking into it, but at present I 
do. not see that they are especially open 
to criticism. 

‘What the case does show clearly, I 
think, is that the right to parole a man 


first offenders only. After that, the 
Judge, who knows all about the details 
of the crime, is the man to say what 
the punishment should be, and his find- 
ings should ‘not be set aside by, any pa- 
role board. The Legislature, a my 
opinion, should take away the power to 
parole second and later o bendeta. 
‘“‘Another thing that is plain is that 
lunatics should not be turned out of 
prisons. If it develops that a prisoner 
suffers from mental disease he should be 
committed to a hospital — the insane. 
He certainly should not be released to 
commit further crim without pawns 
his sanity tested. In this case it was 
within the power of the prison authori- 
ties to have the man taken before a 
magistrate and proceedings instituted to 
commit him to an institution. That 
ought to be done automatically when the 
time comes to release ‘a prisoner who is 
suspected or know? to be insane.”’ 


Calis Release _ Unfortunate. 


In discussing the case of Crowley, Dr. 
Frank L. Christian, Superinténdent of 
the Elmira Reformatory, said yester- 
day: : 

“John Crowley is a psychopathic. It 
was unfortunate that it became neces- 
sary to give him his liberty, although 
the Board of Managers of the institution 
could pursue no other course. He had 
served,about sixteen months and; his 
conduct had been such that he was en- 
titled to parole. Our records show that 
until the expiration of his parole, which 
was in December, 1924, he reported 
promptly at our New York City Petice 
No provision is made in our penal in- 
stitutions for the care of the criminal 
psychopathic. Feeble-minded criminals 
are given care at Napanoch.’’ 

Superintendent Christian wrote a let- 
ter to Chairman Henry Mellville recent- 
ly, in which he gave the reformatory 
Precord of Crowley and said it would 
have been well if the man could have 
been held in a penal institution for life. 

Another apparent failure of le 
processes in the Crowley case was the 
fact that, when he was arrkigned on 
Jan. 15 before Magistrate Frothingham 
in the Harlem Court~for intoxication, 
the court papers were marked ‘‘No pre- 
vious record.’’ Thereupon Magistrate 
Frothingham fined him $5. 

Policeman Harlow. made the arrest in 
this case and Crowley threatened to 
kill him. A month later he carried out 
his threat and opened fire on the police- 
man at 100th Street:and Third Avenue. 

Before Harlow was killed he mapn- 
aged to hit Crowley in the abdomen. 
Crowley was taken to Mount Sinai Hos- 
pital ap pparently dying, but yesterday it 
was said that he was out of danger.

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TROUBLERS OF TRANSIT. 

In Judge McAvoyr's report to the 
Governor’on rapid transit, he said that 
the question of the five-cent fare 
“ does not arise.’’ With that statement 
the memorial of the InterboroughCom- 
‘Dany, just submitted to the Governor 
and the Legislature, in substance 
agrees. That is to say, the Inter- 
borough admits that it can struggle 
along with the five-cent fare and avoid 
@ receivership. But Judge McAvor 
recommended certain improvements in 
the service. The Transit Commission 
has been following this up, and issuing 
orders to the Interborough. Now that 
company complains that if all the 
changes are made a capital expendi- 
ture of about $25,000,000 will ulti- 
mately be required. This sum it de- 
clares that it cannot find or borrow, 
and that therefore it will be forced 
into bankruptcy unless the Legislature 
steps in and by'statute enacts a higher 
fare on the New York subways. 

This is an impartial summary of the 
argument presented in the Interbor- 
ough memorial. It would thus appear

The immediate thing to do is to have 
all officials concerned let the Inter- 
borough Company know that what it 
is asking is absolutely impossible. 
That notice should be served upon it 
@t once by the Governor, the Legisla- 
ture and by the Transit Commission. 
It ts not a qvestion of motive but -.of 
facts; and all the facts are dead 
against this amazing move by the In- 
terborough Company.

no way of taking him off the floor 
when_he refuses to yield it. The rules 
provide no practicable'means by which

Senate can decide that the full free- 
dom of debate has been had, and that 
a vote must be taken. To get rid of 
a few such absurdities in the Senate 
rules is far from meaning that any- 
body is to be“ gagged,’’ or that the 
ancient fabric of Senate procedure _ is

Now it was 
into this atmosphere of artificial dig- 
nity and blown self-assurance that 
General Dawes flung his bomb. No 
wonder that purple Senators: looked 
on aghast as at an act of sacrilege. 
But the people in the galleries laughed. 
And their laughter was pretty widely 
echoed round the country. 








¥FOUR-POINT-FOUR. 
After the Ontario Temperance act, 
@&® war measure, was approved in a 
plebiscite last October, Premier Frr- 
auson declared the Government’s in- 
tention to strengthen it. Its makers, 
a little less stern than their prohibi- 
tion brethren to the south, set the 
limit of permitted beer at 2% per cent. 
alcohol by proof. At the opening of 
the Ontario Legislature in February 
the Government announced its pur- 
pose to redefine “ intoxicating liquor.’’ 
In the opinion of chemists this would 
double the alcoholic content of On- 
tario’s legal beer—2%4 per cent. Ap- 
parently this expectation will not be 
quite fulfilled. The proposed content 
is 4.4 per cent. In the last few days 
there has been much heat and fury 
over this sinister “‘ four-point-four.”’ 
Is the Temperance act to be strength- 
ened by strengthening beer? ‘‘ Four- 
point-four ’’ is the entering wedge of 
iniquity.. Is the insincerity of the 
Government at last to expose long- 
redeemed Ontario to ‘‘ the blight of 
booze ’®? Are the virtuous ruralists 
who beat the corrupt denizens of cities 
last Fall to be cheated out of their 
triumph? THe House is unperturbed 
by these indignations. On Wednesday 
85 out of a total membership of 1}1 
approved the amendment proposed by 
the Government. Some Liberals and 
some Laborites voted with the ma- 
jority. The vote may be thought to 
represent moderate sentiment, tem- 
perance as distinguished from prohibi- 
tion sentiment, in three-fourths of the 
constituencies. The Government Dill 
hasn’t yet been introduced. Mr. Frr- 
GUSON says that the new beer will 
be sold in “ hotels and certain other 
places under proper regulations.’’ 
It is the general aim of Canadian 
regulators of the liquor business to 
discourage the use of spirits. If peo- 
ple will drink, it Is best that they 
should content themselves with the 
milder alcoholic beverages. Bootleg- 
gers and ‘‘ poisonous concoctions ” 
abound in Toronto, as its Mayor, a 
total abstainer and lifelong tem- 
perance man, was saying the other 
day, just as if Ontario were in the 
United States. Give the beer drinkers 
beer that they like and from which 
they are capable of deriving, through 
imagination, memory or otherwise, 
something of the very gentle exhila- 
ration of earlier beer. F.-P.-F. can't 
be more than half ag strong as beer 
was or ought to have been before the 
war.

GERMANY’S PRESIDENTIAL 
ELECTION. - 

The impressive tributes to the late 
President Esert throughout Germany 
were not alone in recognition of his 
fine personal qualities. They were 
also an indication -of republican sen- 
timent in Germany, which aygurs well 
for the coming Presidential election. 
This has been moved forward from 
the end-of ‘April to March 29.- When 
President Esert’s death was first an- 
nounced there were rumors of political 
disturbances in Germany. These were 
followed by reports that the monarch- 
ists hoped to seize the occasion to 
foster the candidacy of Grand Admiral 
VON TIRPITZ or some other reaction- 
ary. It was even said that a group 
might put‘ forward one of “the ex- 
Kaiser’s sons. 

As the first. shock of Esrrt’s déath 
has, passed, however, it seems clear 


Right\or the Left, ‘will be little more 
successful in the Presidential election 
than they were in the recent Reichs- 
tag elections. The moderate elements, 
favoring the republic, may not yet 
agree on the successor to President 
EsertT, but-they at least realize that 
the sentiment in favor of a man of 
the stamp of Dr. LUTHER or former 
Chancellor Marx is very strong. Both 
are popular and experienced in recent 
political affairs. Dr. LUTHER, as 
Chancellor, is acting President, and, 
for the moment at least, seems to be 
the most likely choice, It is under- 
stood that Marx would prefer the 
Chancellorship to the Presidency, 
whereas LUTHER is more willing to 
consider the incumbency of the latter 
office. Although having mgre author- 
ity fhan the President of France, the 
President of Germany is hardly more 
than a figurehead with emergency 
powers. The brunt of the govern- 
mental work is carried, on by the 
Chancellor and his Cabinet. 

Esert was noted for his quiet ways. 
A more yigorous leader might well 
exert greater influence. It is this 
latter contingency that is feared by 
those who do not wish to see a reac- 
tionary of the Tirpitz type in the 
Presidency. By such a man the office 
might be used to undermine the re- 
public. This is not in the present 
interest of Europe in general nor of 
Germany in particular. Fortunately 
there is every indication that, barring 
the remains of the old Junker elements 
and a small handful of professional 
political agitators, the sentiment in 
favor of the republic is stronger now 
than it has been in several years. 
Even those radicals who detest the 
present Government would prefer a 
Republican Administration to anything 
approaching. a return to the old 
system. 


BANK RATE AND GOLD. 

The advancing of the Bank of Eng- 
land’s official discount rate from 4 per 
cent. to 5 can hardly be explained 
except as a part of the policy of pre- 
paring for British gold resumption. It 
is true that the higher London rate 
followed an advance of our own Re- 
serve Bank’s rediscount rate a week 
before, which has made some people 
leap to the conclusion that yesterday’s 
rise at London was a “ protective” 
measure. But the Reserve ‘Bank 
moved up its rate only from 3 per 
cent. to 3%, and it plainly did so 
merely in order to remove the dis- 
parity. with the other American Re- 
serve banks, all of which had fixed 
their rates at 31%4 or 4. Furthermore, 
while the New York bank only re- 
stores the rate which prevailed last 
Summer, before the very low open 
money market caused New York’s 
reduction to 3 per cent., the Bank of 
England now fixes the highest charge 
that has existed since the beginning of 
1922. 

All of the London bankers, in dis- 
cussing the possibility of England’s 
resumption of. gold payments, have 
emphasized the fact that a relatively 
high Bank of England rate would be a 
necessary preliminary. This unanim- 
ity of judgment indicated recognition 
of the fact that the general rate for 
money at London must be kept higher 
than in New York, in order as far as 
possible to prevent outflow of capital 
from England to the United States 
and to promote the movement of capi- 
tal from here to England. Such a 
movement was deemed to be particu- 
larly necessary at the moment, if 
sterling is to be kept close to gold 
parity, because of the present unus- 
ually large excess of imports in Eng- 
land’s foreign trade, a consequence 
mostly but not wholly of the European 
grain shortage and the lately deficient 
European stocks of cotton. This view 
of the matter is the only convincing 
explanation of the disproportionately. 
great advance in the London™ bank 
rate. 

There will be much complaint in the 
British mercantile community if the 
new Bank of England rate is made 
effective on the general market, thus 
adding to the cost of ‘doing business. 
It is conceivable that higher money in 
England will mean lower prices, and 
the complaint has lately been of the 
difficulty of earning a profit even with 
existing prices. On the other hand, it 
seems clear that the very large 
increase in. Great Britain’s “ 
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prices. , Her Gee -tast! year, 
even from France, Belgium and Italy,” 
which did. not send either grain or 
cotton, were £21,000,000 greater than 
in 1923, while her exports ‘were nearly 
£12,000,000 fess, © ~~

of the Chaldees, into Kish, into Roman 
North Africa, into Greece. Further 
than these civilizations reach the 
gropings into the caves of Central 
France, back to the age of the ele- 
phant and the reindeer in Southern 
Eufope. Much further back open up 
startling glimpses in Bechuanaland, 
where, has emerged Australopithecus, 
the man who was an ape, to bridge the 
gulf with Pithecanthropus, the ape 
who was well on the way to become 
aman. 

To some extent, no doubt, there fsa 
practical motive behind the eager hunt 
that ranges over the five continents 
and the seven seas. The enormous 
réclame that has fallen to TUT-ANKH- 
AMEN has beriefited archaeology as a 
whole. If the financial baékers of the 
discoverer of TUT-ANKH-AMEN were a 
university or a museum, it is not diffi- 
cult to imagine the resultant matérial 
gains in million-dollar endowments. 
An institution of learning which cher- 
ishes* ambitions of expansion can 
hardly make a better investment than 
in a piece of exploration or research. 
In such motives there is obviously 
nothing sinister. The most legitimate 
way to advertise the advancement of 
knowledge is to advance knowledge. 

Certainly no material considerations 
actuate the young men and women 
who are now thronging, perhaps by 
thousands, into the fields of research, 
of scholarship and of exploration. A 
convinéing answer to the charge of 
American materialism may be found 
in these young minds so eager to dedi- 
cate themselves to the service of 
knowledge on the smallest kind of 
salary. Precisely because this is a land 
of moneyed opportunity, because the 
tangible rewards of success in America 
are. so incomparably greater than in 
any other land, credit is due to those 
who in growing numbers put aside the 
temptation of ordinary ‘* success.’’ 
Archaeological diggings, deep-sea ex- 
plorations and laboratories crowded 
with eager youth testify to a younger 
generation that thinks in terms neither 
of stock tickers nor of pocket flasks. 


EXPLAINING THE PLAY JURY. 

Floods of conversation are surg- 
ing about the play jury, drowning 
most hard thinking about it. Chief 
Magistrate McApoo pronounces that 
there is no place on the jury for 
either highbrows or lowbrows, in- 
cluding among the highbrows those 
who should know most about the 
drama, namely, ‘’ critics, playwrights, 
** producers, artists and professional 
“ writers.” He would, however, admit 
other professionals, and he is strong 
for including ‘‘a good type of labor- 
“ing man and his wife, clerks, book- 
“keepers, engine drivers and shop- 
“ keepers "—having apparently no fear 
that any of these may be lowbrows. 
District Attorney BaNTOoN is equally 
firm for exclusion, but on a totally 
different basis. He would rule opt 
=f purists,” or those who have relig- 
fous and moral scruples against the 
theatre, and likewise “ Bolsheviki,’’ 
or those who are for lifting the lid off 
everything. His third group consists 
of “those who find the theatre an 
“essential part’ of their life so far as 
“recreation, diversion and amuse- 
“ ment are concerned.”’ . As originally 
planned, the jury panel conforms more 
nearly to Mr. Banton’s description. It 
favors Mr. McAnoo'a idea, however, in 
that it excludes members of “ refo 
organizations and all who are profes- 
sionally: connected with the stage as 
managers, actors or playwrights. 

On all sides it is admitted that many 
groups of our citizens are unfit -to 
judge of morality and propriety in the 
theatre. The appeal is to the right- 
minded, self-respecting and disinter- 
ested element in the community. -It 
may be said that in the case of a petit 
jury the power of challenging mem- 
bers of the panel makes a similar re-- 
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one of fact, being essentially a ques- 
tion of ethical values and often of high 
art. ‘Very few now deny that the 
drama in its higher forms is an intel- 
lectual and moral stimulus. One of 
our leading ministers lately declared 


the drama is a more popular and 
more powerful infiuence than the 
Church, pointing out that the an- 
nouncement that he would speak of 
the question of censdrship had doubled 
his congre on. In brief, though we 
are dealing with a problem of wide 
and deep popular interest, we are re- 
lying on the judgment of an element 
in the community which is relatively 
small. 

In the case of at least two of the 
plays now on trial there is a question 
of dramatic art—a matter of opinion 
with regard to which even the most 
carefully selected jury may be at fault. 
In all preliminary stages, as Mr. 
Banton has pointed out, absolute se- 
ps is essential. But if an adverse 

t is rendered and the play or- 
a ed off the boards, it is only fair, 
both to manager and to dramatist, 
that the names of the jurors be, made 
known. It is fair also to public opin- 
ion, What.MarK Twain said about 
differences of opinidbn and horse rac-

SHALL THE FOURTH BE SAFE 
AND SANE? 

JoHN R. VookuHIs, the near-cen- 
tenarian and Grand Sachem of Tam- 
many, is taking time by the forelock 
when he urges a return to the old- 
fashioned Fourth. He would include 
toy pistols, giant firecrackers, bombs 
and all the paraphernalia of peace- 
destroying noise. ‘‘ When I was-a 
boy of 11,’’ says the veteran, ‘‘ Inde- 
** pendence Day was a day to be re- 
** memberéd.’’ It was indeed. It used 
to--be remembered for, young lives 
wasted, for mutilations, tetanus, blind- 
ness, loss of limbs, for the rush of 
firemen to burning buildings, for the 
clang of ambulance gongs, and for the 
mobilization of surgeons and nurses at 
the hospitals. To go not very far 
back, 1,153 persons were_killed and 
21,520 injured in the United States in 
five old-fashioned celebrations from 
1903 to 1907. Of the injured 85 were 
totally and 389 weré partially blinded, 
808 lost arms, legs or hands, and 1,067 
one or more fingers. 

** Where this so-called safe and sane 
“Fourth idea sprang from I don’t 
“ know,’’ Mr. VoorHis is reported as 
saying. “ We ought to get back to 
the spirit of the day,’’ he declares, 
‘Yand let youthful exuberance have 
**its fling in paying tribute to our 
** national natal day.” Better deny 
youthful exuberance the ‘tribute of 
detonating explosives and divert it to 
sports in the daytime and to fireworks 
in the evening,’ rockets, roman candles, 
whirligigs, and all the other pyrotech- 
nical delights. Humane feeling brought 
in the safe and sane Fourth when 
accumulating casualties began to 
shock the American people. Sincé 1918, 
the last year when ordinarices against | 
the sale and exploding of firecrackers 
and other missiles of tympanum- 
piercing racket were enforced in-this 
city, the ‘* old-fashioned Fourth ’”’ has 
been pushing the safe and sane Fourth 
into the background. And so it has 
been in other cities where the day 
had been observed with patriotic meet- 
ings, parades, concerts, sports of field 
and water and fireworks. In the 
suburbs of New York the safe and 
sane Fourth is making its last stand, 
and if it is beaten down this year the 
triumph of the makers and sellers of 
explosives that kill and cripple will 
be complete. A long farewell will have 
to be said to an intelligent celebration 
of Independence Day.

WT. LOPP’S SWORKIN ALASKA 


Tribute Is Paid to His id to His Efforts to Ald 
the Indians and ‘Eskimos. 


To the of The New York Timea: 

I read with keen interest your édito- 
rial in today’s issue relating to. W. T. 
Lopp, superintendent of the-education of 
natives in Alaska. 

You cansiot speak Yoo lateelahe abt 
service which Mr. Lopp has rendered to 
the Alaskan natives and, through 

to the Territory of Alaska, during 
past, thirty-five years. Mr. Lopp,. with 
all of the wilderness-reticence of those 
whose work is in the great spaces of the 
North, is a man of exceptional charac- 
ter, devoted to the interests of a back- 
ward: people, rich in experience of their 
ways, with a lively insight into the 
workings of their minds and a sense of 
both the humor and the tragedy of their 
lot.. The play of ‘quiet fun that runs. 
through his talk is assurance of the 
wholesomeness of his outlook upon man, 
whether aboriginal or sophisticated. 

It is not to be forgotten that his work 
for many years has covered the whole 
of. Alaska, including the Indian and 
Aleut population as well as the Eskimo. 
He has adapted and supplemented the 
‘work of public school teachers to fit the 
needs of this people in a great variety of 
Ways, sending among them teaching 
nurses, securing provision of physicians 
and hospitals, improving their standards 
and practices as regards housing and 
industrial habits and methods, furthering 
the cultivation of little farms and gar- 
dens where such things are practicable, 
and taking important steps in the de- 
velopment of cooperative buying and 
selling. aN. 

But his most picturesque work, and 
that through which he is most widely 


‘known, is the development of the rein- 


deer industry. The earlier methods and 
results of this undertaking were under 
sharp criticism from Secretary Hitch- 
cock,and his advisers under the Roose- 
velt Administration. Mr. Lopp was called 
to reorganize theindustry. This he did 
in such a manner as to conserve with: 
the utmost care the interests of the na- 
tives. The encroachments of those who 


commercial purposes instead of using 
them for educational purposes have 
given the Bureau of Education much 
anxiety all through these years. 


Mr. Lopp shaped up a system of train- 
ing of native boys to be -herders, which 
is the most interesting application of 
educational processes to the fundamental 
‘needs of a people which:I have ever 
known. Under this system the native 
boy is put through a systematic ap- 
prenticeship, four years in length; -re- 
ceives the gift of reindeer from the herd 
as he proves his capacity to care for 
them and at the end of his course is 
not only a competent herder but has a 
herd of his own and is able to marry 
and support a-family in native dighity 
and comfort. 


I most earnestly hope that the report 
of Mr. Lopp’s retirement from the Alas- 
kan service will be found to’ be incor- 
rect, and that he will long continue to 
lead this people, whom he has made his 
own, as a fostering father, both -edu- 
cationally and industrially.

Helping the Foreign-Born. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Not so many-of our foreign-born ag should 
know of the work of one of the east side's 
oldest organizations in Americanization and 
citizenship. The League for American Cit- 
izenship has quietly been. taking care of an 
average of 1,000 aliens a month who re- 
quire advice or help in citizenship at its 
downtown headquarters, 123 Second Avenue. 
The manner in which this help is being 
given has always attracted visitors. All as- 
sistance is tendered free of charge. Its cit- 
izenship classes meet every Monday, Tues- 
day and Wednesday evenings. Tfle men and 
women present are drilled in answering the 
questions properly that are asked of them 
by the examiners and Judges in our courts. 
‘Every one is called upon both to ask and 
to answer questions, with the result that the 
evening is not only interesting but also edu- 
cational. English, American history. and 
geography are taught, but the nfain interest 
centres around the questions. -, 


The league also maintains a service and 
information bureau where the foreign-born 
can apply for help or advice in matters af- 
fecting citizenship and other matters. With- 
out charge, they fill out first papers, second 
papers, or requests for certificates’ of ar- 
rival for any person seeking such aid. The 
man in charge of this work is an authority 
in this subject, ard the candidate knows 
that his application is being preparéd in 
such a way that there will be no difficulties 
experienced later based on the application 
itself. Other features of- the service and 
information bureau are general advice on 
matters that are bothering the foreign-born 
and referring them to agencies where, in 
cases of just grievance, they can get imme- 
diate action and redress. 


The reading room of the league contains 
the daily English, Yiddish and Italian news- 
papers and magazines. Chess and checker 
games are found ready for use by any who

@ good game can be, ‘enjoyed. 

Once a month the league holds a citizen- 
ship reception meeting where the presiding 
Judge of the Naturalization Court and other 
prominent speakers address the néwly made 
citizens. Very well-known. concert artists 
play or sing at these meetings and the 
large crowds that attend are ample proof of 
their popularity. Admission is free to all 
and the dates are mentioned in all the news- 
papers. ‘ ;

‘Those 
who are not yet citizens certainly should 
avail themselves of the league’s opportunities. 
And finally, so old and dependable an organ- 
ization as the League for American Citizen- 
ship should be recommended by all our 
readers to those who may neéed its 
facilities.
